How To Drive 


SOME WHO specialize in influenc- 


ing the public say that traffic safety 
experts waste their breath when they 
issue general advice like "drive with 
caution." The argument is that most 
people simply assume they are good 
drivers and thus consider that warn- 
ings and broadly phrased guidance are 
intended for somebody else. Maybe 
this is so. That wouldn't necessarily 
mean the warnings shouldn't be issued, 
for they may sneak into a man's un- 
concious mind and act as a brake upon 
him when he's behind the wheel. But 
it could mean that there is considerable 
point in hammering again and again 
on the specific failures of today's driv- 
ers. A man who reads of these may 
find himself inescapably checking his 
own performance against the reported 
bad ones. And he may thus put him- 
self on better guard. One failure that 
strikes the eye repeatedly as we read 
newspaper accounts of motor accidents 
is "loss of control." • - 


THERE ARE times when this is a 


matter beyond the power of the driver. 
The car fails mechanically, an object 
falls on the car or into its path, a tire 
blows. But on far too many occasions 
the responsibility is wholly the driv- 
er's. 
He either did not keep control 


of his car under quite normal circum- 
stances, or he failed to accommodate 
his driving to special conditions of 
weather, road surface, road pattern 
(tight curves, limited sight distance), 
traffic volume. If the failure is of the 
first order, then the driver clearly has 
not learned well the lessons pf how to 
hold the wheel, how to apply the 
brakes, how to govern the car on curves, 
etc. Incredible as it may seem, there 
are thousands who do not know these 
fundamentals. From among their ranks 
will come tomorrow's traffic fatalities. 


• THE MAN who ignores special' 


conditions on the road is, ol course, 
committing .errors of judgment. 
He 


needs supreme luck and nearly super- 
-human abililics_to get him out of dif- 
ficulties that arise from such errors. 
None of us can count upon these off- 
setting factors Often the news account 
says, in kindly manner, that "the car 
went out of control." Most of the time 
the phrase cloaks the unpleasant fact: 
the driver left the car get out of con- 
trol. How is your performance in this 
vital department of driving? 
Do you 


drive -with a couple of fingers on the 
wheel, as if you were propelling a toy 
around the living room, or do you hold 
the wheel as if you understood the con- 
stant peril of propelling 3,500 pounds 
of metal, glass and rubber along a road- 
way at speeds up to 70 miles an hour? 


VICE PRESIDENT .Nixon is re-

He 
may find a traffic jam of other can- 
didates and would-be candidates on the 
detours. 


Propaganda Within 


THE KREMLIN apparently is try- 


ing to soften up the United Slates by 
the use of both direct-mail propaganda 
and smiling diplomacy. The Soviet em- 
bassy has been building up a mailing 
list of Americans, including prominent 
ones, and has started a flood of propa- 
ganda through the mails. Various anti- 
American materials, including Khrush- 
chev's speeches attacking this country, 
arc going out from the embassy. At the 
same time. Khrushchev's soft-shoe dip- 
lomat. Ambassador Mcnshikov. is get- 
ting his foot into as many doors as 
possible. He sees mayors, businessmen, 
anyone who will listen to him. Those 
thus approached arc not without re- 
course, "hey can refuse, as some have 
done, to sec Mcnshikov because he 
speaks in defense of a regime of mur- 
der. What would be bad manners in 
other circumstances would, in this case, 
be an act of political hygiene. As for 
the Soviet propaganda issuing from the 
embassy in Washington, this should be 
watched. We arc under no obligation 
to tolerate any of the Kremlin's multi- 
ple-lie :ampaigns conducted here in 
the United States. If the embassy goes 
too far along this line, the U.S. govern- 
ment should call a halt.

Who Gives Away "Secrets" On China Policy? 


WASHINGTON -(NBA)— The 


big riddle in Washington today 
is: 
"Who's been giving away 


secrets on changes in the China 
policy?" 


Secretary of Stale John. Foster 


Dulles says it is a matter of opin- 
ion whether this is "sabotage." 
And he doesn't think it was done 
with any "subversive" intent. 


He just says it was "ill-advis- 


ed" for a State Department public 
affairs officer to give out infor- 
mation indicating that the admin- 
istration's China policy was not 
supported by most of the, people 
who wrote in to protest the possi- 
bility of going to war over Quc- 
nioy and Matsu. 


"1 think the great mistake was 


that this was given out in a way 
which could be, and probably 
was/misinterpreted by the Com- 
munists as indicating a prospec- 
tive change in policy," says the 
Secretary. He infers there is no 
change. 


There is considerable opinion 


among State Department report- 
ers, 
however, 
that 
Secretary 


Dulles himself has done more to 
indicate that U. S. China policy 
is changing than the hapless pub- 
lic affairs officer who merely an- 
swered reporters' questions on 
how the Department's fan mail 
was running. 


CAREFUL EXAMINATION of 


Dulles' press conference Iran- 
scrip reveals that the administra- 
tion's "flexible" China policy now 
has these three main elements: 


1. A cease-fire on Quemoy and 


Matsu could be arranged at War- 
saw without any written agree- 
ment. 


Secretary Dulles declares that 


Ihe Communists do not believe in 
the sancity of the given word. So 
why bother to get it? 
For en- 


forcing the cease-ire after the 
shooting stopped, the Secretary 
would resort to reimposing full 
sanctioas, or restrictions on trade 
with Red China. 


These sanctions did not stop or 


break Red China when they were 
in force before. So there is con- 
siderable doubt they would be 


more effective now, even if U. S. 
allies agreed to them—which has 
not been determined. 


Also, Chinese Communist Pre- 


mier Chou En-lai has so far re- 
jected all suggestions for a cease- 
fire. 


2. In spite of this. Secretary 


Dulles goes on to propose that. 
"If there is. a renunciation of 
force, it should be a ronuciation 
on both sides."

slowly back again to the Middle East. 


The Communists do not have control 


over the rise and fall of crises in the Arab 
East. Their mode of operation there is to 
take fullest advantage of crises which do 
arise. 


THE COMMUNISTS do have control 


over the Formosa crisis. When they want 
to start it going, they have only to order 
the shooting to begin. When they want it 
eased, they have only to case off the 
shooting. 


By pouring on pressure now, the Red 


Chinese might logically hope to wrest at 
least the offshore islands from the National- 
ists. The United States clearly docs not 
want to go to war over the islands. -But 
there arc a number of elements in the crisis 
which can spell danger to the Communists 
themselves. 


Not the least of these elements is the 


possibility that the situation can damage 
relations between Moscow and Red China. 


In an aside at his recent news confer- 


ence. President Eisenhower wondered why, 
if the Nationalist - Communist strife was 
really civil war. Soviet boss Khrushchev 
should say the Soviet Union might partici- 
pate in that war. 


However, Khrushchev has seemed rather 


anxious to avoid giving the impression the 
Soviets would join Red China in a war on 
the Nationalist Formosa regime. He said an 
attack by another power on Red China 
would be considered an attack on the 
U.S.S.R. 
The Pciping-Moscow treaty re- 


quires that. 


Moscow probably would be unwilling to 


underwrite a real risk of war between Red 
China and the United States. The Soviets, 
however, still arc in a position to persuade 
the Red Chinese to ease the crisis. Without 
Soviet help. Red China would find a long- 
sustained shelling of the offshore islands 
now in its second month an expensive 
proposition. 


THE MIDDLE EAST offers * more 


fertile field for Communist endeavors. There 
the Soviets are not directly involved. They 
can keep their own situation relatively 
secure. And the Middle East docs not raise 
the problem of aggravations between the 
two big Communist allies. 


American and British troop withdrawals 


from Lebanon and Jordan may be a signal 
for the Soviets to concentrate the lion's 
share of thoir attention on the Arabs once 
again, for good reasons. 


When Britain leaves Jordan, there'* a 


good chance of a new Holy Land explosion. 
\\hen the Americans, leave Lebanon, a 
government which for all practical purposes 
is a revolutionary regime, will be in control.

The oil of Kuwait is of enormous economic 
importance to Britain, and the British will 
fight hard if Arab nationalist pressures 
threaten Uicir presence in the little Persian 
uuir sheikdom.
